.New York Woman Is 


Found Dead in Bare 


Apartment 


NEW YORK -(/P)- "Bundle Mary- 


died Wednesday of starvation, leaving 
more than 540,000. 


She also left a host of friends, the 


birds and stray cats and dogs she 
fed from bundles of scraps she was 
forever carrying—while she starved 
herself. 


They found her in her bare Brooklyn 


flat, lying in a coma on a bed with- 
out sheets. Nearby were fresh sheets 
and pillow cases, untouched, in their 
original store wrappings. In a pile 
of rags were found bankbooks showing 
the considerable wealth she refused 
to touch for food and comfort. 


No one, a priest said, had been al- 


lowed to visit the flat since the death 
of her sister 15 years ago. A .cousin 
said "iliat side of the family always 
lived to themselves." There was no 
indication as to how "Bundle Mary" 
wanted her fortune distributed. Her 
real name was Miss Katherine Pow- 
ers. Her age, 68.

A severely sprained ankle and a torn 
tendon caused him to be shifted from 
Binghamton to Augusta, Ga., in 193T, 
but he batted an even .300 in playing 
every game for Louisville in 1938. 


It is Sturn's life ambition to play

by Mike Chartak, who is embarking 
on hir, seventh season in organized 
ball although he will not be 23 until 
April 28.

much of Chartak as u flychaser and 
hitter that they bought him back 
after losing him in the draft in 193G. 


They ordered him converted when

Had he not suffered a broken leg 


last May, Chartak probably would

sackei- by mid-season.

: Applications for reconstitution of 
farms under the 1940 AAA program, 
in which changes have been made in 
the size of the farm, must be filed in 
writing with the county office not 
later than March 31, 1940. 


Reconstituted farms are farms on 


which boundaries have been changed 
due to farms being combined or being 
split in to smaller units. 


The final day for application for 


payment under the 1939 Conservation 
program is March 31, 1940 also. 


Applications for cotton allotments 


under the agricultural conservation 
program for farms on which no cot- 
ton has been produced since 1936 must 
be in the county office not later than 
February 1, 1940. 


However, if the operator of aiiy 


farm advises the county committee 


ffer February 1, 1940, that cotton will 
be produced on his farm in 1940 for 
the first time since 1936, data for such 
farms shall be listed on a supplement- 
al tabulation but such operators shall 
be informed that, in view of his be- 
lated notice, there is no certainty that 
an allotment can be made to his farm 
and that if any allotment is made it 
may be considerably less than it would 
be if he had given notice by February 
1, 1940. 


Care of Farm machinery 


The cost of farm machinery is high 


in proportion to the prices received 
by farmers for their produce. 
Yet 


more machines rust and rot to pieces 
than are worn out. 


The life of farm machinery can be 


prolonged by housing it and protecting 
it from the weather. This prolonged 
life will spread the original cost of 
the machine over a longer period of 
time, and have Ihe same effect as 
though the original cost had been 
lower. O'n the other hand, the cost of 
rust and rot shortens the life of the 
machines, increasing the annual cost 
to the farmer. 


The amount of protection a farm 


machine needs, depends on the par- 
ticular machines, according to Earl L. 
Arnold, Extension agricultural en- 
gineer of the University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture. 


Complicated 
machines, 
such 
as 


binders and moving machines, are 
relatively expensive, and a farmer is 
justified in spending more money for 
their protection than for the protec- 
tion of less complicated and less ex- 
pensive machines. 


A simple shed with a good roof and 


siding' on the side exposed to the pre- 
vailing winds is adequate for most 
machinery. If many farmers were to 
build such sheds and house their 
machinery in them, Mr. Arnold said 
that the cost of the sheds would be 
saved in a few years' time by the les- 
sened repairs to the machinery. 


Aid in Establishing Pastures 


Aid in establishing pastures and do- 


ing certain other soil-building prac- 
tices may be secured by some Hemp- 
stead county farmers who are not 
taking part in the Triple A program. 


Application must be made now for

Hop Clover 


Hop clover is the plant which makes 


green pastures in Hempstead county 
during late March, April, an'ci May 
This legume will grow on most soils 
and Will begin to furnish grazing two 
months before lespedcza and 
Ber- 


muda grass make enough growth to 
provide much grazing. 


The best time for planting hop clover 


is in October or* November, but it is 
not too late to make a seeding now to 
provide spring pasture this year, ac 
cording to Charles F. Simmons, Ex- 
tension agronomist, University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. Seed, 
ings should be made as soon as pos- 
sible, though they may be successfu 
even as late as March. Seed should 
be broadcast at the rate of about three 
pounds per acre on the permanent pas- 
ture sod and harrowed in with a spike- 
toothed harrow. The harrowing wil 
be of much value to the permanen 
pasture sod. 


Hop clover responds exceptionally 


well to phosphate on most Arkansas 
soils, Mr. Simmons said. When phos- 
phate is used, it should be applied 
broadcast during late winter or early 
spring at the r,ate of 250 pounds of 20 
per cent superphosphate or 100 pounds 
triple superphosphate per acre and 
harrowed in. Many Arkansas farm- 
ers who use phosphate on their pas- 
tures find that it doubles the grazing 
capacity of the pasture. Last year 
Hempstead county farmers secured co- 
operatively, 22 cars of triple super- 
phosphate 
which was sufficient to 


treat 880,400 acres of permanent pas- 
ture and hay crops. Many of these 
treated acres need hop clover seeding.

The three, two Irish and one German 


in origin, were rounded up in New 


- York by J., Edgar Hoover and his G- 


men amid a fanfare of publicity almost 


*>as fantastic as the nature of the plot 
, against the government of which the 
11 wege accused. 
fThe moment an alien completes his 
citizenship ceremony, he becomes for- 
ever immune to deportation except on 
' one condition. Only ; if it is proved 
he obtained his citizenship papers by 
fraud or decit can he be deported, no 


* matter how undesirable a citizen he 
•may turn out to be. 


The 17 men, including the three 


naturalized citizens, had an array of 
cans full of powder, rifles, ammuni- 
tion,'machine-gun 
belts and various 


impedimenta 
which 
together with 


other information convinced G-man 
Hoover that they had in mind a plot 
so gigantic that it made ordinary rev- 
olutions look pale. 


As a prelude to seizing the govern- 


rnent, they planned to blow up com- 
munication lines, said Hoover, to cap- 
ture arsenals, to knock off a dozen 
congressmen as a sample of what they 
might do if they really got going. 
Moreover, said Hoover, they were mad 
at 
a neighborhood 
theater 
which 


showed Russian-made films and were 
going to blow it up along with a Jew- 
ish newspaper. 


The Bridges Case 


To a casual spectator it would ap- 


pear that the main objective of becom- 
ing an American citizen would be t« 
enjoy the sort of government nad op- 
portunities that America offers. Yet 
there is no provision in the law which 
states that a naturalized citizen may be 
chucked back home if he tries to wreck 
the government he was presumably so 
desirous of enjoying. 


It is pretty well established that an 


alien applicant for citizenship will be 
rejected if he hds indicated a dispo- 
sition to overthrow the United States 
government by force. 
Belonging to 


the Russian branch of the Commu- 
nist party likely would be enough 
to bar a candidate for citizenship. 
That, at least, was the test which Har- 
ry Bridges, west coast 
waterfront 


labor leader, had o pass to escape de- 
portation proceedings. Lately Dean 
Landis of Harvard Law school, sitting 
as examiner, cleared him of that 
charge. Presumably he may now re- 
new his suit to become a citizen. 


May Take Away Rights 


Yet along comes J. Edgar Hoover 


and turns up a trio of naturalized 
citizens to whom no such test can now 
be applied. They can be jailed if con- 
victed of conspiring to use violence 
against the government. But the far 
more powerful menace of a possible 
deportation could not act as a re- 
straining _ influence. 


Naturalized citizens can plot and 


conspire and intrigue to their heart's 
content to upset the government they 
pledged themselves to support with- 
out jeopardizing ffieir residence here. 
Like any native-born Yankee, they 
can be deprived of rights of citizen- 
ship for felonies, but not deported. 


We have listened for a half-dozen 


years to vitrolic outpouring in con- 
gress against the most law-abiding 
aliens who happened to be here with 
the most peaceable intent, but not 
even Senator Reynolds of North Caro- 
olina, most rabid 
alien-baiter, has 


reached out,to suggest an amendment 
to the law to crack down on the lads 
from across the sea who go scour on 
the government after ducking into the 
safety zone.

In some 
instances no transfer papers are filed 
at all. a violation of the rules in it- 
soil'. 


Officials pretend to comply with the 


rules in the second example. Trans- 
fer agreements are filed, but these 
agreements are fictions. The assignee 
sends through official 
channels a 


check for (he consideration specified 
in ine transfer agreements, but in 
the i-nd this check is secretely refund- 
Pel to the assignor club. 


Often two clubs keep a running ca- 


count of their transactions if they 
are engaged in numerous transactions 
A system of this sort sprung the trap 
winch caught the Detroit club in 
the recent action by Commissioner 
Landis.
